ful if Germany will ever again hold 
so complete a trade monopoly. The 
proclamation of peace is not likely 
to obliterate Russia's bitterness nor 
to destroy her present antipathy for 
things made in Germany. 


In the meantime, at any rate, the 


field is open to competitors. Ameri- 
cans are making use cf the time 
to secure as many contracts as pos- 
sible, but England and Japan are not 
neglecting their 
opportunities. A 


Russian-English chamber 
of com- 


merce has recently been established 
for promoting Anglo-Russian 
rela- 


tions and as for the Japanese, their 
salesmen are traveling all over the 
country. 


Capturing the Russian market is 


going to be every 'bit as difficult as 
•winning out in South America, with 
the additional handicap of closed 
shipping routes and disturbed ship- 
ping facilities. 
The Mediterranean, 


of course, is hopelessly blocked, and 
only an occasional vessel Is allowed 
to pass through the Baltic, so that 
the only open ports of any 
conse- 


quence are Archangel and 
Vladvos- 


tok, which are closed by icebergs a 
part of every year. 
Here shipping 


is greatly congested, and railroad 
transportation to interior points un- 
certain, because the government is 
using the railroads for military pur- 
poses. 


Owing to the high prices of all 


commodities occasioned by the war 
and the low exchange value of the 
Russian ruble at present, Russia is 
trying to get along with as few pur- 
chases as possible, but the past year 
has s,een a rapid increase in Ameri- 
can imports. During the first thrcp 
montus of 1916, $28,000,000 worth 
of American goods was imported into 
European Russia, as against $902,- 
000 for the same months in 1915. 
Through the agencies of the Russian- 
American societies an enormous in- 
•torest is being aroused in American 
manufactures.

imported 
through 
Germany. The 


war has changed this, and it is doubt- 
ful if Germany will ever again hold 
so complete a trade monopoly. The 
proclamation of peace is not likely 
to obliterate Russia's bitterness nor 
to destroy her present antipathy for 
things made in Germany. 


in the meantime, at any rate, the 


field is open to competitors. Ameri- 
cans are making use of the time 
to secure as many contracts as pos- 
sible, but England and Japan arc not 
neglecting their 
opportunities. A 


Russian-English chamber 
of com- 


merce has recently been established

country. 


Capturing the Russian market is 


going to be every 'bit as difficult as 
winning out in South America, with 
the additional handicap of closed 
shipping routes and disturbed ship- 
ping facilities. 
The Mediterranean, 


of course, is hopelessly blocked, and 
only an occasional vessel is allowed 
to pass through the Baltic, so that 
the only open ports of any conse- 
quence are Archangel and 
Vladvos- 


tok, which are closed by icebergs a 
part of every year. 
Here shipping 


is greatly congested, and railroad 
transportation to interior points un- 
certain, because the government is 
using the railroads for military pur- 
poses. 


Owing to the high prices of all 


commodities occasioned by the war 
and the low exchange value of the 
Kussian ruble at present, Russia is 
trying to get along with as few pur- 
chases as possible, but the past year 
lias seen a rapid increase in Ameri- 
can importy. During the first three 
months of 1916, $28,000,000 worth 
of American goods was imported into 
European Russia, as against $902,- 
000 for the same months in 191,~>. 
Through the agencies of the Russian- 
American societies an enormous iii- 
•terest is being aroused in American 
manufactures.

example, which is a city with a pop- 
ulation of some hundred thousand 
persons, American

Most Gratifying During 


the Past Year. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Xov. 13.—The 


talrty-slsth annual convention of the 
American Federation or Labor open- 
ed here today with more than 1,000 
delegates from 45 states in attend- 
ance. President Samuel Gompers in 
his 
opening 
address told 
of the 


steady growth of the national federa- 
tion, the creation of many new coun- 
cils during the year having brought 
together a larger voting representa- 
tion that had ever 
before been as- 


sembled .by organized labor. 


Addresses of welcome by city and 


state officials, with responses by fed- 
eral officers, 
were followed by the 


reading of the annual report of the 
executive council by Vice President 
James Duncan. 
Mr. Duncan pre- 


faced the report with a speech deal- 
ing with organized labors economic 
power. Mr. Duncan said: 


"The report which we submit for 


the past year contains much that is 
gratifying and that is big with prom- 
ise for the future- 
The labor move- 


ment has endeavored to bring better 
economic conditions into the lives of 
those who work—economic purposes 
that represent ideals for a better and 
higher life 
for all humanity. Eco- 


nomic ends are earnestly desired be- 
cause of their spiritual values, be- 
cause of their power to illumine the 
whole of life. There is nothing more 
conspicuous in the developments of 
the past year than the importance 
and power of the economic organiza- 
tion of the workers. 
Since its incep- 


tion the 
American 
Federation of 


Labor has stood 
for the principle 


that the fundamental power of the 
workers is their economic power and 
that whatever influence they exert 
in industrial or political matters is 
because they have been able to or- 
ganize and to • use their economic 
power to promote their own welfare 
and their ideals of better standards 
of life and 
work for all who toil. 


The wisdom of this policy has been 
demonstrated over and over again, 
but never more conspicuously than 
during 
the past year. The wage- 


earners have secured a more fitting 
recognition for the part they take in 
national life and development. 


"The tremendous success that the 


A. F. of L. has ha'd in past years in 
securing remedial and protective leg- 
islation has been the result of organ- 
ization and use of economic power. 
For political 
purposes, during the 


the past year, the 
scope of labor's 


activity has been extended into the 
realm of international relations, but 
the fundamental principle has been 
unchanged. 


Secretary Frank Morrison's report 


Bhowed a membership of 2,072,702, 
an increase 
of 126,353 
members 


during the year. The report stated 
that-there are 
now 
21,711 local 


•unions in the 111 national and in- 
ternational 
unions and 705 local 


trade 
bodies 
and 
federal 
labor 


unions fllrectly affiliated 
with the 


federation. 
The 
membership 
re- 


ported. It was stated, doe«» noi in- 
clude all the members 
invohed in 


strikes and lockouts, or those who 
were unemployed during the year, 
and from whom a per capita tax was 
not collected. The delegates attend- 
ing the convention are this year en- 
titled to a voting strength of 21,- 
906, as compared with 20,433 a year 
ago. Mr. Morrison reported that to- 
tal receipts from all sources dunng 
the >ear *as |334,27o: At the end 
of the fiscal year there was a balance 
of 1134,360 
on 
hand. 
Affiliated 


unions, during the year paid out $2,- 
264,610 in death benefits and Jl,- 
1068,609 in sick benefits. 


Concerning the rejection 
by the 


British trade unions council of the 
proposal of the American Federation 
of Labor for the holding of an inter- 
national 
labor conference

time and place when representatives

meet for thep urpose of determining 
conditions of peace and entering in- 
to a treaty, .President Gompers laid 
before the convention 
a resolution 


unanimously adopted by the execu- 
tive council. The resolution read: 


"Since the first proposal submitted 


by the A. F. of L. to the labor or- 
ganizations of Europe has been defi- 
nitely rejected by them; we s 
n 


that the organized labor me f ^ , 
of those countries that shall i,_. 
pate in the general peace conference 
to determine terms and conditions of 
peace at the close of the war, shall 
urge upon their respective govern- 
ments that the wage-earners shall be 
represented in an official commission 
from their respective countries. The 
same policy ought to be pursued also 
by organized labor 
movements of 


neutral countries if it shall be de- 
. termined that neutral countries also 
will participate m the general peace 
congress. 


Thus representatives of 
wage- 


earners would be seated with other 
representatives of the nations in gen- 
eral conferences connected with the 
formulation of peace terms. In this 
way the ideals and needs of wage- 
earners would be presented and con- 
considered by the general 
official 


•body." 


President Gompers explained that 


abandonment of the proposition had 
followed not only the rejection of the 
British trades unionists, but the opin- 
ion expressed by President Legien 
of the Federated Trades Unions of 
Germany that such a movement at 
this time would be of doubtful prac- 
ticability. 
Mr. Gompers 
explained 


that the resolution later adopted by 
the executive council 
was framed 


because of the tremendous 
import- 


ance of the plan and of the "infinite 
and boundless influence that a repre-

The report, which is signed by the 


committee, 
headed 
by Mr. E. B. 


Thomas, president of the Lehigh Val- 
ley railroad, will say: 


"Last May several of the coun- 


tries involved 
in the European 


conflict advanced the hands of the 


clock an 
hour during 
the 
sum- 


mer 
months. 
Following 
this 


emergency 
action, more or less 


agitation 
developed 
in 
various 


sections, to make a similar change 
in this country. 


"The committee 
on 
Standard 


time is of 
the opinion tJiat the 


correct stand for the railway to 
maintain on this subject 
is as 


follows: 


"First: That the present sub- 


division, or zone system, of di- 
viding time 
is scientifically cor- 


rect. 


"Second: 
That any change in 


such subdivision of time \vould re- 
sult 
in 
endless 
confusion, and 


would be disastrous to the rail- 
roads. 


"Third: That in the event of a 


nationwide 
movement to change 


the hands of the clock in order to 
readjust the hours of daylight to 
the hours of labor, the railroads 
should not antagonize the move- 
ment. 
It is the 
feeling of the 


committee that the railroads will 
not suffer any very serious incon- 
venience 
nor 
disarrangement of 


schedules by the change as pro- 
posed, although 
such a 
change 


from a scientific standpoint is not 
warranted nor is the committee in 
sympathy with the movement. 


"The committee feels that 
the 


railroads should not agree to the 
"daylight-saving" project uniii it 
has been previously adopted by 
the principal business and munici- 
pal 
centers, 
together with the 


state and local 
authorities. 
Un- 


less a change of the character pro- 
posed can be made on the same 
date throughout the 
country it 


will lead to great 
confusion and 


difficulty." 


The American 
Railway Associa- 


tion was largely responsible for the 
adoption and initiation in 1SS3 of 
Standard time in this country. Speak- 
ing before the association on Novem- 
ber 18, 1908, the 25th anniversary 
o; the 
establishment ot 
Standard 


time, Mr. W. F. Allen, secretary of 
the association, said: 


"Let us look back for a moment 


at the conditions that prevailed 
prior to November, 1883. 
There 


were then 
53 times ot 
various 


cities, in use by our railways and 
by the people generally, and it is 
doubtful if there were more than 
a dozen railway 
officials in the 


country 
who could 
have stated 


from memory what time was used 
upon any road other than their 
own and the few with whom they 
had direct 
business connections. 


To the traveler the puzzle was a 
difficult one* and without the aid 
of a guide almost impossible of 
solution. So crude wero some of 
these standards that one railroad 


superintendent reported, in re- 


sponse to 
a circular of inquiry, 


that the standard of his road was 
'Ihe superintendent's watch.' 


"In tho task of resolving thta 


(hnoa into order, the political sit- 
uation of affairs at that epoch wi« 


a fortunate one. 
The power ot 


the national government and of 
the state 
governments was not 


evoked, nor was it desired, in the 
movement for the accomplishment 
of the reform.

of the officers of tlie naval observ- 
atory at Washington, and of the 
signal

department 
was 


most cordially given, because they 
recognized

services. 


"in other pans of the world 


similar movements 
of reform in 


time-keeping have since been ac- 
complished by means of the enact-

of the railways to the public. Fol-
